In its letter dated June 13, 2005, the Los Angeles County Department of Public Works (LACDPW)
directed ExxonMobil Oil Corporation (ExxonMobil) to define the vertical and lateral extents of
hydrocarbon-containing soil at the above-referenced site, based upon the results of
compliance sampling conducted during a piping upgrade in 2000.

Holguin, Fahan & Associates, Inc. (HFA) has been designated as ExxonMobil’s environmental
consultant for the subject site, and received the June 13, 2005, directive on August 19, 2005.
